The report of Manager Myers on 
the year’s business is as follows: 

To the Stockholders: 3 

This season’s business marks the close 
of the twenty-first year’s operation of 
this exchange and the results, considering 
crop shortage, have been more _$satisfac- 
tory than were anticipated at the begin- 
ning of the season. 

The extreme hot weather in June, 1917, 
caused a very heavy drop in all varieties 
of citrus fruits, and particularly in the 
inland sections farthest from the coast. 
Navels, which comprise approximately 65 
per cent of our shipments, were most 
seriously affected, thus causing this dis- 
trict a heavier loss than sections which 
have a larger percentage of the seedling 


varieties. 
Shipped 344,622 Boxes 


the past season amounts to $.0149 per 
packed box, which is slightly higher than 
the average district exchange cost, but 
compares’ very favorably with the other 
exchanges handling a_ similar quantity 
of fruit. 
Navel Oranges 

Navels were. the most seriously affected 
of any variety of citrus fruit by the heat 
wave of last June, our shipments being 
only 213 cars compared to 2593 cars last 
season, or 8 per cent. The average re- 
turns for each association will vary more 
than usual, due to the fact that there 
was a wide variation of sizes in the 
ferent ssociations. The average 
marketed by this exchange are 2.5 per 
cent 48s; 20.4 per cent 64s; 23.2 per cent 
80s; 28.2 per cent 96s-100s; 13.5 per cent 
126s and 12.2 per cent 150s and smaller. 
In order to move the extremely large 
sizes it was necessary to quote each size 
in the car separate, making a difference 
of $3.00 per box between 80s and 150s. 
Our average returns for the season are 
$3.41 which is $1.36 per box higher than 
the previous highest, average, which was 
realized during the “disastrous frost year 
of 1913. 

Valencia Shipments 

The Valencia crop was nof so seriously 
affected by the June temperatures as 
navels and the shipments amounted to 
30 per cent of the crop. produced in 
1916-17. Due to the large quantity held 
over from the previous season, our ship- 
ments for the fiscal year were 490 cars, 
the average price for the old crop being 
The mar- 
ket on Valencias has advanced steadily, 
with the exception of late June shipments 
which arrived in competition with the 
heavy cantaloupe and_ deciduous  ship- 
ments and showed a slightly lower mar- 
ket. The market at the present time is 
the highest ever known, and with the 
light shipments to go forward, should 
continue the balance of the Valencia sea- 


son. Miscellaneous Varieties 
The Seedlings, Sweets, St. Michaels, 
Bloods, and Tangerines were shipped | 


along with the navels and met an active 
demand, due to their small sizes, return- 


ing very satisfactory prices. 
Lemon Movements 
The lemon crop was seriously affected 
by the hot spell in June, 1917, the mature | 
lemons were ° literally cooked = on the 
trees, and the small fruit shrivelled and 
dropped off. Our shipments were 275 


cars, as compared with 800 last year, or 
35 per cent. The demand was good dur- 
ing the winter months, and _ practically 
all fruit was shipped promptly after cur- 
ing, leaving very little fruit in storage 
when the heavier spring picks began. 
The active demand during the spring and 
summer months, due to the extremely 
high temperatures, enabled us to ship 
all fruit promptly with practically no 
Shrinkage in the packing houses or after 
shipment. This fresh cured stock gave 
excellent satisfaction to the trade and 
should increase their confidence in the 
keeping qualities of California lemons. 
Foreign Lemons 
The supply of foreign lemons has been 
somewhat larger than last year and the 
time en route has been very slow, causing 
many cargoes to arrive in poor condition, 
which necessitated very heavy and_ir- 
regular offerings. 
Orenge Grades 
Due to the light crop of oranges which 
a shortage in all markets, we have 
been able to include a larger percentage 
of fruit in first grade and sitll keep 
within the Sunkist regulations.
